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Associated Students Inc. will face a 
$963,000 budget shortfall over the next five 
years if the proposed $16 ASI fee increase 
does not pass during next week’s special 
election. 

ASI Executive Director Richard Haller 
said the fee needs to be increased for a 
number of reasons but, most importantly, 
to accommodate increasing minimum 
wage and maintain ASI-owned buildings, 
such as the Isabel Patterson Child Develop- 
ment Center. 

“Those are things we can no longer 
avoid,” Haller said. “We have to address 
them as soon as possible.” 

ASI Vice President Jonathon Bolin 
agreed that deferred facility maintenance 
is a big priority. a 

“We can’t let our child development cen- 
ter be unsafe for our children, so we have 
to make those changes,” Bolin said. “And 
we're going to have to cut in certain areas 
to have that money if the fee doesn’t pass.” 

Haller said the most obvious areas where 
funding would be cut include the Soropto- 
mist House, the ASI Recycling Center, ASI 
scholarships and money awarded to student 
organizations. 

If the fee increase passes, however, some 
funding generated by the fee would go to- 
ward necessary items, and a significant 
portion would go toward other initiatives. 
Haller said students would like to see the 
additional funding directed toward four 
main areas: study abroad grants, research 
grants, a 24-hour study center and money 
for major events. *

As producer of half of the degrees 
in the state, the CSU received a record 
number of 760,000 applications for the 
fall 2014 semester, a 10 percent increase 
from two years ago. 

Block said the goal of the CCC pilot 
program is not to duplicate degrees of- 
fered by the CSU and University of Cal- 
ifornia systems. Instead, it is to grant 
unique degrees in areas not covered by 
those systems. ; 

“The whole purpose of this is to offer 
degrees where there are gaps, things that 
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employers say they need, but the CSU 
does not offer,” Block said. “I think just 
as CSU and UC work together to produce 
candidates for the workforce, community 
colleges will now be part of that as well.” 

Some students, such as sophomore art 
major Lauren Rodriguez, think that stu- 
dents should not be able to earn bachelor’s 
degrees at a community college. 

“T don’t think this is a good idea,’ she 
said. “You'd be degrading the prestige of 
bachelor’s degrees. Next, [most] employers 
might start requiring master’s [degrees], 
and that'd be a problem.” 


move it to the [Walter Pyramid].” 

The MLK Planning Committee 
also held an essay contest, the results 
of which were presented at the event. 
CSULB students were encouraged to 
write an essay about how King or Man- 
dela influenced their lives as well as 
how they plan to use their education to 
pursue social justice. 

During the event, Turner presented 
scholarship awards to two students 
who won the essay contest.

850. 

“T think it’s good that it can create mul- 
tiple fields ... but it’s also bad because 
skills can overlap and create competition 
for more general degrees,” Toledanes said. 

SB 850 was introduced on Jan. 9 and 
referred to the Committee on Education 
on Jan. 23. More updates on the bill will 
be available in April when it is sent to the 
Senate Education Committee for review, 
Block said.

some time,” Haller said. “We need a 
stable source of funding to be able to 
do that.” 

Bolin said ASI is trying to organize 
a concert this semester, but the enter- 
tainment budget is limited to $10,000 
to $20,000 for a headliner, which is not 
enough for a big-name performer in the 
music industry. 

Other Cal State University campuses, 
such as Cal State Northridge and Cal 
State Fullerton, host at least one major 
event per semester, Bolin said. 

“CSUF had Pitbull last year, and the 
year before that they had a concert with 
LMFAO, and the year before that I think 
they had Drake,” Bolin said. “There 
[are] huge concerts that go on through 
the CSU, and they are only open to their 
students ... We'd like to put something 
like that on for our students.” 

Students currently pay $44 in ASI 
fees per semester. Under the proposed 
$16 increase, students would pay $60 
per semester, beginning in the fall. 

The ASI fee was last increased in fall 
2000, and since then, ASI operating ex- 
penses have increased by more than 40 
percent, according to an informational 
pamphlet about the fee. 

Haller said that although an increase 
to the ASI fee has been talked about 
over the years, it wasn’t placed on the 
ballot because tuition kept increasing 
and students would have likely voted 
against it. 

“We finally have come to a point 
where tuition is stabilized,’ he said. 
“We have a commitment from the gov- 
ernor’s office that tuition won’t go up 


over the next couple of years ... so the 
timing is now.” 

ASI student fees generate roughly $3 
million in funding toward the student 
government’s annual operating budget. 
If passed, the fee increase would gener- 
ate an additional $1.2 million annually, 
which would be roughly a 30 percent 
increase, Haller said. 

The ASI Senate initially voted to ap- 
prove the fee increase in spring 2013, 
but after review from the Student Fee 
Advisory Committee, ASI executives 
were informed that any increase in stu- 
dent fees would have to be voted on and 
approved by the student body. 

However, the referendum for the fee 
increase will not be placed on the gen- 
eral election ballot in March. Instead, 
the fee increase will be voted on in a 
Cal State Long Beach special election 
via email on Feb. 26 and 27, Bolin said. 

Bolin said ASI chose to hold a special 
election for the fee increase to allow for 
additional time to plan the ASI operat- 
ing budget for 2014-15. 

“Putting together a budget with [an 
additional] $1.2 million in three weeks 
would be a little bit of a rushed budget,” 
Bolin said. “But if it passes by the end 
of February, that would give us another 
month to work on it.” 

Haller also said that if the fee increase 
was placed on the general election bal- 
lot, ASI candidates might politicize the 
fee increase by making it part of their 
platform during campaign season. 

A simple majority vote is necessary for 
the fee’s passage, which means more than 
50 percent of students who vote in the 
special election would need to vote yes. 

“We need this fee to pass,’ Bolin said. 
“Tf it doesn’t pass, there’s truly going to be 
some cuts that I think students will most 
likely feel.”

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OUR VIEW: CAL GRANT CHANGES ARE NECESSARY 


In Gov. Jerry Brown’s 2014-15 
preliminary budget, he has proposed 
to allocate an additional $14.9 million 
toward students who have lost Cal 
Grant eligibility status. 

Under the current Cal Grant 
system, a student may permanently 
lose eligibility for a Cal Grant if his 
or her family income rises above the 
maximum income bracket, following 
the first year that student applies for a 
Cal Grant award. 

In Brown’s recent budget proposal, 
though, he introduced a potential 
change to the Cal Grant system, which 
would allow students to reapply for 
awards each year despite losing eligi- 
bility status before. 

The Cal Grant renewal process 
was conducted in this way up until a 
few years ago, according to Nicholas 
Valdivia, Cal State Long Beach direc- 
tor of financial aid. 

He said the current Cal Grant re- 
newal process has negatively impacted 
students. 

CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp, 
said he is in favor of Brown’s proposal, 
as are many CSULB students. 

Some students’ parents own small 
businesses with incomes that fluctuate 
each year, and some students may have 
parents who do not financially fund the 
student’s education. 

The current Cal Grant system can 
stress any student, from those who rely 
on such grants to those who could lose 
their eligibility. 

We think Brown’s proposed changes 
to the Cal Grant system will benefit 
students and help alleviate some of the 
stresses of paying for college. 


For students, it is scary to not know 
if we will be awarded enough financial 
aid to cover tuition or if we will have 
to apply for student loans to cover the 
cost. 

Losing Cal Grant eligibility 
permanently for having a financially 
adequate year seems like a form of 
punishment. 

We think the current policy doesn’t 
eonsider a number of factors for fami- 
lies of four earning more than $83,100. 

It is unrealistic to think a family 
of four wouldn’t struggle to send a 
student to attend a CSU, regardless 
of how much money the family earns 
annually. 

We are relieved to see these poten- 
tial changes to the Cal Grant eligibility 
process introduced in Brown’s new 
plan. 

The changes would relieve a great 
deal of financial pressures for CSU 
students and their family members in 
the middle and lower classes. 

Uhlenkamp and Valdivia couldn’t 
offer an explanation for the changes to 
the Cal Grant system a few years ago, 
which definitely raises a few questions. 

What good does the current Cal 
Grant system do if it prevents students 
from applying for aid based on annual 
income? 

And why was it changed in the first 
place? 

It seems counterproductive, and the 
current system seems to do more harm 
than good to students who depend on 
Cal Grant funds. 

We hope that the Cal Grant eligibil- 
ity process shifts back to the old ways 
by the end of this year. 


Lobbyists are receiving petty fines for breaking the law

In a scandal that shows the ugly 
side of politics, Kevin Sloat, a lobbyist 
and founder of the lobbying firm Sloat 
Higgins Jensen and Associates, has 
agreed to pay a fine of $133,500 after 
admitting that he violated California 
Lobbying regulations, according to the 
Los Angeles Times. 

Sloat admitted that he hosted politi- 
cal fundraisers at his home, where he 
provided non-monetary, expensive 
contribution items to lawmakers, 
despite laws regulating the price of an 
item to remain under $10, according to 
The Sacramento Bee. 

These items included expensive 
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gifts such as cigars, wine, liquor and 
tickets to sporting events. 

Sloat was able to get around these 
regulations by claiming that these gifts 
were included in the $500 cost limit for 
fundraising parties. 

What might be the most shocking 
thing about this scandal is that it was 
not just lower level or lesser-known 
politicians who received such gifts. 

More than 40 lawmakers received 
these illicit contributions, including 
Gov. Jerry Brown, Lt. Gov. Gavin 
Newsom and several California legisla- 
tors, according to The Sacramento Bee 
and the L.A. Times. 

These individuals were given an 
official letter of warning from the Fair 
Political Practices Commission for 
participating in these events. 

This scandal has instigated law- 
makers in California to pass new 


legislation regulating the activities of 
lobbyists. 

California Assemblymember Cris- 
tina Garcia is proposing a new measure 
that would prohibit lobbyists from 
hosting fundraisers at their homes. 

“As we’ve seen, these in-home 
lobbyist events fly under the legal 
radar and | think that they should be 
banned,” Garcia said in a press release, 
according to the L.A. Times. 

It might seem rigid to forbid lob- 
byists from hosting these fundraisers 
in their homes, but if lobbyists cannot 
host fundraisers honestly, then certain 
measures must be enforced to ensure 
the integrity of the political system. 

There are existing laws in place to 
regulate the acts of lobbyists, such as 
the Lobbying Disclosure act of 1995, 
but the regulations are not perfect and 
contain loopholes. 
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One loophole can be found in the 
laws that determine a person’s stance 
as a lobbyist. These laws state that a 
person can be considered a lobbyist 
only if he or she meets all three tests 
that define a lobbyist. 

Anyone, however, could pass only 
two of the threes tests but still not be 
considered a lobbyist legally and may 
get around the laws governing lobby- 
ists, according to the New York Times. 

Reform is needed to close these 
loopholes so that the system can be 
protected from people who would bend 
the law for personal gain. Harsher pun- 
ishments should be in place for these 
powerful lobbyists who break the law. 

Sloat’s firm had more than 30 clients 
ranging from the San Francisco 49er’s 
and Verizon Wireless, according to the 
firm’s official website. 

Sloat Higgins Jensen and Associates 
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earned $4.7 million last year, accord- 
ing to records from the Secretary of 
State. The fine is almost trivial for a 
man like Sloat. 

These fines should be increased to 
deter lobbyists from breaking the law 
and seriously punish them if they do. 

These professional lawmakers 
should be more than familiar with the 
California lobbying policy and should 
know better than to partake in such 
acts. 

The fact that they just get a letter 
of warning from the Fair Political 
Practices Commission is almost 
farcical. 

A policy should be in place that 
punishes the lawmakers involved in 
illicit lobbying acts as well, such as a 
heavy fine or a three-strike system that 
would remove them from office if such 
behavior occurred again.

On behalf of Cease Animal Torture, 
we would like to thank you for taking 
the time to address PETA’s exhibit. 

As an organization, we work dili- 
gently so groups like PETA can visit 
our campus. 

Although your article was neutral 
and noncommittal in nature, there are 
a few issues with your comments that 
need correction or clarification. We are 
directly responding to a post, and as 
a result, general information about or 
arguments for veganism will be largely 
excluded. 

The first notion we would like to 
dispel is that there aren’t affordable 
vegetarian menu options. 

On the contrary, there are multiple 
vegetarian and vegan options at almost 
every place on campus. Cease Animal 
Torture ultimately advocates a vegan 
diet, but going vegetarian is a marvel- 
ous place to start; all of us (and most 
vegans) were vegetarian before they 
went vegan. 

For clarity, we will resort to a laun- 
dry list of vegetarian and vegan food 
options available on campus. 

The Beach Walk Café offers a 
number of vegetarian and vegan meals 
and snack options. The Beach Hut 
Convenience Store offers a number of 
pre-packaged vegan items. 

El Pollo Loco offers veggie bowls 
with the option of eliminating cheese. 

The Nugget Grill and Pub and The 
Outpost have a number of “meaty” 
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meatless options, such as garden burg- 
ers. 

Subway can also make vegan and 
vegetarian sandwiches. 

Almost all Robeks smoothies can 
be made vegan. If you’re finding 
yourself missing the consistency that 
yogurt provides, peanut butter, acai 
or oatmeal typically work well as a 
thickening agent. 

Personally, we usually get the grain 
bowl from the Beach Walk Café. At 
$3.60, it’s an affordable option that 
works well as a lunch. 

Keep in mind that these options are 
all on campus. Less than a mile away, 
Veggie Grill boasts a completely vegan 


menu. 

The idea that there are no vegetarian 
foods to eat on campus is a misconcep- 
tion, to say the least. 

But enough about available choices. 
They’re ubiquitous. As for the notion 
from the Daily 49er Our View, “many 
students left the Peta2 exhibit feeling 
disturbed and maybe a little bit guilty,” 
we have little sympathy. 

All of us possess moral agency; 
when we feel guilty about something 
we’re perpetually doing, then perhaps 
it is a sign that our actions need to 
change. 

What happens to animals is abso- 
lutely disturbing; we couldn’t agree 
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more. What is equally disturbing is 
how easily society pushes these prob- 
lems to the periphery of our mental 
processes, how knowing what hap- 
pens in factory farms but still eating 
animals requires a carefully cultivated 
ignorance. 

Many of us can claim legitimate 
ignorance — some of us had no idea 
what went on in factory farms until we 
were teenagers. 

When we find out, however, we as 
human beings are obligated to ensure 
that our actions coordinate with our 
feelings. Guilt can be defined as an 
emotion that occurs when an individ- 
ual has violated a moral standard that

they themselves believe in. 

Almost all of us believe in kindness 
and compassion, but eating animals is 
incompatible with these ideals. That 
gnawing feeling, guilt, is the reminder 
that we’re human. If you’re feeling 
guilty, act upon it. 

As for the graphic nature of the 
messages, we aren’t excited about 
them either, but is there a better alter- 
native? 

If animal rights media is not imme- 
diately inflammatory, it is ignored. 

This is the decision that animal 
rights activists must make: If we pur- 
sue a culturally appropriate means of 
spreading a message, we’re completely 
ignored. 

If we offend, shock and upset, we’re 
disdained, but at least we’re noticed. 

In response to the Our View’s 
closing line, “leaving students feeling 
guilty [...] isn’t going to stop carni- 
vores from getting a burger at The 
Nugget”: If a person is able to walk 
through the Glass Walls exhibit and 
immediately get a burger right after, 
we cannot appeal to you. 

We can only appeal to people who 
possess empathy and feel that torturing 
animals is wrong. 

As for those of you who do feel 
guilty, ye’ possessors of humanity, we 
remind you that Veggie Burgers are 
available for $4.09.

Over the weekend, the Cal State

The 
lighting effects on stage and the varied 
sound of the score further contributed 
to the anger the dance represented. It 
all worked together to create the calm 
before a storm effect that was unique 
to this dance. 

The last dance closed the night on an 
exuberant note.

49er women end weekend with upset over first-place Cal Poly 


Long Beach State takes 
down the Mustangs on 
the road, 85-72.

. The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team split its set of road games, 
losing to UC Santa Barbara, 80-69, on 
Thursday and following it with a com- 
manding win against reigning Big West 
champion Cal Poly on Saturday, 85-72. 
The Beach (14-10, 6-5 Big West) was 
unable to dig itself out of a hole against 


the Gauchos, giving UCSB (7-16, 2-8 
Big West) its second win in confer- 
ence play while the 49ers knocked the 
Mustangs off their high horse. Cal Poly 
(14-10, 8-3 Big West) is now sitting at 
second behind Cal State Northridge. 

“Our complete mindset, our men- 
tality, our attitude, our heart, our to- 
getherness was completely different 
than Thursday night,” head coach Jody 
Wynn said. “Credit those young women 
for a great practice and an incredible 
focus yesterday in preparation for this 
game and not allowing one game to de- 
stroy our confidence.” 

At the Thunder Dome on Thursday, 
the ‘Niners shot 8-for-21 in the first half 
and finished the night with 22 turnovers 
compared to the Gauchos’ 11. 


UCSB started things off on a 11-0 
run in the first two minutes, eventually 
turning it into a 24-6 run that lasted 
until the 10:58 mark. The 49ers turned 
the ball over seven times in the first 
four minutes and they went into the half 
down 39-23. 

The size of the Gauchos’ lead fluc- 
tuated, but it never went away entirely. 
The ‘Niners finished with only 10 points 
in the paint and just six second chance 
points. 

Two days later, the 49ers played a Cal 
Poly team that they lost to 107-102 at the 
Walter Pyramid a month ago. However, 
it was an entirely differently game, with 
the 49ers in control for its entirety. 

“Tt stung,’ Wynn said. “We played 
good offense at our place and battled 


to get that game in overtime but that 
loss certainly stung and it set deep in 
our hearts and our kids were ready to 
go today. They were extremely focused 
and played with a tremendous amount 
of heart.” 

A week removed from celebrating 
her 22nd birthday at the Walter Pyra- 
mid, co-captain Ella Clark stepped up 
with a career night in which she scored 
a career-high 23 points on 9-for-11 
shooting and tied a career high with 
four steals. Fellow co-captain Hallie 
Meneses also shouldered much of the 
load by matching her career-best 19 
points on just seven shots to go along 
with eight assists. 

“The two of them were. extremely 
productive, and I’m just really proud of 


the two of them for stepping up and not 
allowing our team’s morale to just get in 
the tank after we didn’t play well at all 
on Thursday,” Wynn said. 

The 49ers defense kept the Mustangs 
production to three players: big woman 
Molly Schlemer, guard Ariana Elegado 
and Jonae Ervin. Besides their 39 points 
combined, the ‘Niners held Cal Poly to 
4-for-23 shooting. 

The 49ers had almost as many points 
in the paint as that trio had in the game, 
with 36 on the night. 

The 49ers will return to the friend- 
ly confines of the Walter Pyramid on 
Thursday for a game against UC Davis. 
The last time the teams met, the 49ers 
erased a double-digit deficit at halftime 
but lost in the final seconds, 63-60.

The 49ers are now 
5-1 in conference play when Lamb and 
Caffey finish with double-digit point 
totals. 

“We’re supposed to, I wouldn’t say 
carry the team offensively, but we’re 
supposed to be engaged on the offensive 
end,” Caffey said. “It helps the whole 
team out when we’re engaged.” 

Monson said he was most proud of 
the team’s defense. The 49ers held Cal 
Poly’s leading scorer, forward Chris 
Eversley, to three points for most of the 
game. 

“There was just an awareness for 
him,” Monson said. “Defensively, I 
thought our guys locked into the game 
plan ... I really thought we disrupted 
well.” 

The 49ers only have one game to pre- 
pare for this week, as they will travel to 
UC Davis on Thursday and have Saturday 
off. Thursday’s tip-off is set for 7 p.m. 
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Mike Caffey (5) reached 1,000 points for his LBSU career during 
the game against Cal Poly, passing 49er greats Bryon Russell and 
George Trapp on the school’s all-time scoring rankings.

After a heartbreaking loss to UC 
Santa Barbara on Thursday, the Long 
Beach State men’s basketball team 
came back with a strong effort to beat 
Cal Poly, 74-65. 

With soon-to-be LBSU president 
Jane Close Conoley in attendance, the 
49ers (11-14, 7-4 Big West Conference) 
controlled the second half and ultimate- 
ly put away the Mustangs (9-15, 5-6 Big 
West).
